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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 73-95 and 106-129 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 48-20944 Bl, JP 47-15976 Bl, or JP 55-78438. 

Claims 96-105 and 130-139 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 48-20944 Bl, JP 47-15976 Bl, or JP 55-78438. 

Claims 1 and 6-72 are allowable. 

Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have canceled rejected claims 73-139. Accordingly, only claims 1 and 6-72 
remain currently pending for consideration. 

All Remaining Claims are Now in Condition for Allowance
